"In my opinion that work will be

done in the, near.f utur. and the fruits
.of three- - lone, hard years of undra-matl- e

labor. w)ll be enjoyed by the
people of "Washington.

"When we took up the question of
regulation under the public utilities
law fou,r years ago, we found our.
selves bound to make a valuation of
the physical properties by the terms
of the law creatine the rubllc Utili-
ties Commission. There Is no ques-
tion that Congress Intended the com-
mission to find the fair value of the
properties and then fix rates on those
values that would Eire the companies
r. fair return and no more.

It would have been easier for the
commission to have fixed rates by
cuess than' to have enduredT.Uireeyears of hard, work finding the .actual
vajuo of the property. It would'havo
satisfied the city, I think, more

Readily If rates had been arbitrarily
set: But there was the mandate of
Congress staring us In the fact, and
we had nor choice.

WmUsi on Hard Job.
"I hare no doubt that many people

in the city and in Congress have felt
the commission wasn't doing- - any
thing because it didn't nx rates. It
was working on a harder Job. Find-
ing out what rates should be. Those

aluatIons, thank goodness, are now
completed, and I have eTery confldence
that the commission will be able to
make substantial reductions, espe
cially in teiepnone rates. In this

It must b remembered that
reductions may take one of two forms

actual reduction In charges on the
one hand or Improved service on the
other. In the case of telephone, the
service should be improved, for It Is

ery bad here now. and I think fur-
ther reduction In rates may also 'be
made, notwithstanding there was a
reduction on the part of the company

before the valuations were com-
pleted of more than 100,000 a year.

"In the ease of the street car com-
panies, I think the least the city can
expect is universal transfers. That
would be a case in which the

practically would give both klr.'1.!
of relief reduced rates and Improved
service. Whether further reductler a
can be made remain to be determined.

"Congress took the bull by the
horns In the case of the gas com-
panies a year ago and reduced rates
to 75 cents In Washington and 85
cents In Georgetown. Seventy.flre
cents Is a pretty good rate for manu-
factured gas In towns of this sis, and
It may be that rock-botto- has been
touched there for the time being.

Further Reduction.
"Electric light rates Tiave been re-

duced somewhat, but I anticipate that
when the war is over and consequent
wtr prices of supplies go down, a
further substantial reduction can be
made Comparatively, 8 cents the
present rate to most customers Is
high, and even based on our aluitirn
of the electric light company's prop
erty. It gives the company the benefit
ef the doubt by a comfortable margin

"It Is no secret that I have favored
and vigorously urged public owner-
ship and operation of local utilities.
It hss been gratifying to me to watch
sentiment for that plan of dealing
with the problem grow, both in Wash-
ington and In Congress.

--In the way of material Improve-
ments for the future. I think the moat
Important la the construction of a
municipal hospital. Next to that Is
the municipalization of the garbage
and refuse service, which Is now ren-
dered by private contractors, and tha
completion of the reformatory at

Scores of other things coma
to mind, but I think those three are
the biggest, excepting always, of
course, the abolishment of the alley
dwellings. I am glad to have helped,
start that work, and I hope soon to

ee the alley bouses go from our
beautiful Capital."
